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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicant does not recite why the thickness of 
the emitting layer must be between 50 to 3000 angstroms, or what other advantages of the thickness of the emitting layer is between 
those range in order to have a Patent. The applicant recites that the thinned emitting layer enhances the electron emission from the tips 
(specification page 8 lines 7-9). However, Lee discloses a thinned metal silicide layer [40, 47] to strengthen the emission characteristic of 
the emitter [37] (figures 3, 4G, 4H, column 4 lines 20-26). Therefore, the thickness range of the emitting layer is considered obvious as a 
design choice since there is no experimental evidence to show that the thickness range 50 to 3000 angstroms has better performance 
than the teaching of Lee .
